Hotel Man Are put on Rec- 
ord In Police Court. 


WRITER TELLS OWN STORY! 


New Yorker Details Exciting Ex- 
periences When Two Young 
Women Shot Him. 


HE CHARGES BLACKMAILING PLOT 


New York, July 6.—[Special.]—Some of the 
letters that W. E. D. Stokes, hotel proprie- 
tor, expected to get back the night he was 
shot by two chorus girls in the Varuna 
apartment house were introduced in evi- 
dence tonight at the close of the hearing 
before Magistrate Freschi to determine 
whether Lillian Graham and Ethel Conrad 
should be held for attempted murder. 

Including a few telegrams, there were a 
dozen messages from the proprietor of the 
Hotel Ansonia fo Miss Graham, written 
mostly in 1907. 

The missives were made a part of the court 
record at the close of an eight hour session 
in the, Tombs police court in which Mr. 
Stokes, holding down the witness chair most 
of that time, told with considerable dramatic 
effect his own story of what happened to him 
when he called on the chorus girls on the 
night of June 7. 

Oceasionally he jumped to his feet and 
enlivened his narrative with energetic ges- 
tures and poses that made the perspiration 
stream down his face. And all the while the 
two defendants giggled and tittered and sim- 


pered. 
Death Threat Tale Brings Giggles. 
When Mr. Stokes told the magistrate that 
Etbel Conrad threatened him with death 
if he refused to sign a check for 528, 000 and 
added that he replied, “If it is & choice be- 
tween 4 check for 1 cent and death, give 


me death,“ the young woman gargied with 
laughter. 


Stokes fooked grimiy over their 
heads and went straight on with his tale. 

The introduction of the letters and tele- 
grams was unexpected today. It happened 
that Robert Moore, one of the lawyers for 
the girls, heard that Assistant District At- 
torney Sullivan had got possesion of them 
from A. H. Gleason of the Hotel Ansonia, 
who had them from James Cummings, the 
Ansonia house detective 

Cummings found the missives two days 
after the shooting in a closet of the sitting 
room the girls had at the Varuna. So Moore, 
leading up to them in his cross examina- 
tion of Stokes, came finaly to their admis- 
sibiity and Magistrate Freschi ruled they 
should go into the minutes. 


Breezy on Variety of Topics. 

Stokes wrote breezily to Miss Graham ona 
variety of topics. He touched upon many 
things, from the undesirability of the stage 
as a career to association with young and 
shapely widows, slightly damaged. 

He warned against drink as bad for the 
complexion, mused upon the possibility of 
finding a widow or a divorcée who had had 
ber fill of matrimonial experiences and with 
whom, although not a marrying man, he 
could go traveling and automobiling and be 
just good friends. 

One of the first letters Stokes trained his 
eyeglasses on before it was gathered up by 
the court stenographer was dated New York. 
Dec. 31, 1906, and addressed to the Congress 
hotel, Chicago, where Miss Graham was then 
stopping. It read: 

My Dear Miss Graham: I have just 
got your letter. I am glad you are well 
and happy, but the most crushing part 
of your letter is for me to give your love 
to Clarence. I never heard of such a 
cruel act in my life. 

Do tell me when you are coming back 
and when you are going on the stage. 
Now that you are in for it, I wish you the 
greatest success in the world. I don't 
blame you for not taking my advice, for 
1 told one of the most successful actresses 
when she was a little girl that she was 
sure to make a failure if she went on the 
stage—that she had not the constitution. 


Look what a success she has made. 
W. E. D. STroxps. 


Asks Advice as to Widows, 

At one time—apparently at about the period 
of the correspondence—Lillian Graham was 
enjoying an apartment at the Ansonia and 
Stokes was in Chicago. Widows were swarm- 
ing and a selection was impending. Stokes 
wanted some advice himself and outlined the 
situation as follows: 

My Dear Miss Lillian: I am a cross, 
crabbed, ugly old cove and such a nice 
letter from such a pretty girl has turned 
my head. In the first place, you know I 
am a divorced man, forbidden to marry. 
Second, any man who has failed to re- 
tain the love of the woman who was des- 
perately in love with him would countita 
crime to try matrimony on a girl the 
second time. In the third place, I am too 
old: so all I can do is be polite. Some day 
I will come across a widow or a divorcée 
who has had all the matrimonial experi- 
ence she wants for life and so we will be 
just good friends. We will go traveling 
and autoing together and we will have 
pleasant talks and such thihgs. 

There are several dozen widows and 
divorcees here I intend looking over very 
carefully before I return, but I will make 
no selection before I have talked it over 
with you. There is one widow, small, 24 
years old, very pretty and only slightly 
damaged, that I hear a lot of good about. 
She is very shapely. Will get your opinion 
on her. She has a little nose and black 
hair. 

She says she does not like Chicago, the 
dirty streets, as the hogs and such things 
remind her of her late husband. New 
York‘ is where she wants to live and she 
has ample fortune to do as she pleases. 
She wears a little black and white dress.

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SENATOR DEFENDS 
THE EDDY TENETS 


Works of California Tells 
How Christian Science 
Benefited His Family. 


DOCTORS TRIED IN VAIN. 


Washington? D. C., July 6.—[Special. }— 
Christian Science was lauded with eloquent 


earnestness by Senator Works of California 


in a speech today in the.United States senate. 

The speech was made in opposition to the 
creation of the department of health and in 
answer to a recent attack by Senator Owen 
of Oklahoma upon the League of Medical 
Freedom. 

A great part of the speech was the narra- 
tion of the personal experience of Senator 
Works and his family. 

“Ten years ago I denied and ridiculed 
claims of the Christian Scientists concerning 
their power to heal disegse.“ he said, but 
the time came when I was to put it to the test. 

IT had been an invalid and a sufferer from 
a complication of diseases for a number of 
years. I suffered intensely day and night. I 
lost thirty pounds of flesh and became so 
weak I was unable to do a day’s work. I 
realized that the time was near when I would 
have to give up all work and that death was 
near at hand. 


Tries the Doctors in Vain. 

“I tried all schools of medicine, but they 
gave me little reilef.

He declared they were not hostile to the med- 
ical profession. 

Taking up the charge that the League for 
Medical Freedom is controlled by the patent 
medicine interests, he entered a flat, up» 
qualified denial. He expressed his oppdsi- 
tion to the creation of a department of health 
to be dominated by a single school of med- 
icine. 


Pleads for Medical Freedom. 

He charged that the American Medical 
society was behind the effort which, he said. 
was being made to cripple Christian Science, 
and asserted that the campaign was being 
carried out in detail in one state at a time. 
While a large percentage of Christian Scien- 
tiste were in the League for Medical Free- 
dom, he said they were there as individuals. 

The senator vigorously denounced what he 
termed the injustice of proposing to estab- 
lish a department of health under the control 
of the American Medical society, which he 
said was persecuting all other schools of 
medicine and the Christian Scientists. 

Senator Works declared that he did not 
want a department run by Christian Scien- 
tists any more than one run by any other 
school, and he declared it would be impos- 
sible to have a department of health with- 
out placing at the head of ita physician of 
some school, wha would make regulations 
and rules which would dominate the de- 


partment. 


CHICAGO NORWEGIAN EDITOR 
RETURNS ROYAL DECORATION. 


Nicolay A Grevstad, Recent Diplomatic 
Appointee, Feels Position Jeopardized 


by Retention 


Nicolay A. Grevstad, editor of Skandina- 
ven. and recently appointed United States 
minister to Uruguay and Paraguay, has re- 
turned a decoration bestowed upon him sev- 
eral years ago by King Haakon of Norway. 

The decoration is the Norwegian knight- 
hood of St. Olaf, granted to Ir. Grevstad in 
recognition of his services as a newspaper 
man. 

When President Taft appointed him to a 
post in the American diplomatic service, 
however. Mr. Grevstad decided that it would 
be inconsistent to retain a foreign decoration. 

* feel that it is no more than right that I 
return the decoration now that I am about to 
enter the American diplomatic service,“ said 
Mr. Grevstad. “ The constitution prohibits 
the acceptance by federal officials of decora- 
tions from foreign governments. 

“While I received the order several years 
ago, I feel that I ought to ask the consent of 
congress to retain it, and that I do not wish 


to do. 8

DODGES NOBILITY 


Mrs. S. Ella Wood Dean Tells 
How Peers Seek Rich 
Women. 


FLIRTS A BIT WITH ONE. 


“Running the Gauntlet, or How a Wealthy 
American Widow Escaped the Impecunious 
Peers of Europe Without Being Captured,” 
was suggested yesterday as a fitting title to 
a possible book of the year’s adventures 
in Europe of Mrs. Susanne Ella Wood Dean. 
Mrs. Dean is the widow of John E. Dean, 
and if she ever should chronicle her experi- 
ences abroad the title is ready. 

Mrs. Dean traveled, hunted, and braved 
the allurments of titled noblemen with light 
purses throughout Europe, and she stil] re- 
tains her heart and fortune, so she says. She 
returned to Chicago yesterday. 

This last is modified, however, by a state- 
ment that Mrs. Dean let slip inadvertently 
when she branched off from the discussion 
of the last year to the future. She said that 
she was going to spend next winter or a 
Part of it in Russia, and that is where Count 
Arthur Tcherep Spiridovitch, general in 
the Russian army, lives. He is an ardent 
wooer of the wealthy and handsome Chi- 
cage widow. 


Ran Gauntlet of Nobility. 

Mra. Dean then called attention to the fact 
that the cat was out of the bag by blushing 
and laughing, and then she began a recital 
of how she ran the gauntlet of title barter- 
ing dollar hunters in Europe. Of course Count 
Spiridovitch was not among the scorned by 
the Chicago woman. 

“It is amazing that any American woman 
can countenance the Insolence of the pover- 
ty stricken peers of England and nobles of 
the continent, said Mrs. Dean. They 
didn’t even make a show of wooing a woman 
they think wealthy, and it is so apparent 
that they are after the money and not the 
woman that all one can do ig laugh at 
them.” 

No sooner had I registered at a hotel in 
London than I received a letter from an 
Engitshman who offered to introduce me to 
any number of peers, society men, or mili- 
tary officers who wanted to marry a wealthy 
American. For the fun of it I wrote him, say- 
ing that I was interested, and he gave me 
his terms and everything.” 


Outlines Search for Peers. 

Mra Dean showed one letter from the mid- 
dleman for the union of titles and dollars 
It reads in part: 

If I want to get a hold of a peer or a 
titled man I always get them through the 
secretary of one of the small ciubs, and 
I am introduced to the peer by my right 
name, which is not the one I sign to this 
letter. In the same wey I get hold ofa 
society gentleman or a military officer. 
If this ie the reason you have not been to 
see me I shall be pleased to come around 
and see you. Our clients desiring pri- 
vate negotiations have to pay 30 guineas 
($200), half down and half on engagement. 
Mrs Dean said that she still had the 850 

which the English matrimonial agent 
wanted and whose business name signed to 
the letter is R. Charlesworth. 

* But I am not engeged, and I have no plans 
for getting married, said Mrs. Dean.

If it is found that the consolidation actually 
has been effected and that the decision of 
the Supreme court in the case of the Chicago 
Union Traction company is applicable, Mr. 
Foell asks that the law machinery of the 
city be set in motion to compel universal 
transfers between the eleveted lines. 

In the Supreme court decision cited by 
Ald. Foell it was held that a similar con- 
solidation of west and north side surface 
lines, effected in 1800 through the medium 
of the Chicago Union Traction company, 
obligated that company to carry passengers 
for ‘any distance within the city Nmits for 
a single fare for one continuous trip. 
Whether the trip wae over the tracks of one 
or more of the underlying companies, the 
court held, only the one fare could be col- 
lected. 

Cites One Fare Code Section. 

Reference also was made to the section 
of the revised municipal code requiring 
transfers to be given at intersections and 
other points between street railway lines 
owned, leased, or operated by any single 
corporation. 

“Just what the status of the reported con- 
solidation is I do not know,” said Ald. Foeil. 
“It seems to be certain, however, that the 
companies involved will find it difficult, te 
say the least, to puzzle out a working agree- 
ment that will not lay them open to the de- 
cision I cited.” 

The order was passed by the council. 


Says City Can't Enforce Rule. 

Ira M. Cobe, vice president of the Assets 
Realization company, who has been tnterest+ 
ed in the merger plans, sald that possible ac- 
tion of the city to enforce the universa) 
transfer had been consicered by the com- 
panies.

Nurses Deny, However, That 
They Threw Inmates in Tubs 
of Cold Water. 


The county civil service commission yester- 
day began investigation of charges of cruelty 
made against attendants at Dunning asylum. 

The inquiry started without notification to 
Dr. J. P. Pecival, the superintendent. He 
wee given no notice of when it will be re 
sumed. It is said that the inquiry is but 
the first move of President Peter Bartzen 
to “clean out the hospital staff from the 
wuperintendent dowan.”’ 70 

The examination, which was held at the 
hoepital, was in charge of Ballard Duna, 
president of the commission. He wasaccom- 
panied by Commissioners Frederick Greer and 
John H. Fichter and by Edward 8. Burk- 
hiser, attorney for the board. 


Complaint Termed “Spite Work.” 
Miss Alta Itter, who has been a nurse at 
Dunning for a short time, was the only wit- 
ness to be heard in support ot the charges. 
At the conclusion of her testimony, Wr. Pe- 
cival characterized it as spite work.“ 

Five nurses were accused by Miss Itter. 
They were Miss Mary Horagan, in charge of 
the ward where violent patients are kept, and 
her assistants, Miss Ella Dillon and Miss 
charge of the receiving ward, and her as- 
sistant, Mrs. Ada Peck. 

Miss Itter said that she had seen patients’ 
arms twisted, their hair pulled, and the 
water cure applied them by immersing 
them several times in cold water to make 
them submissive. Others, she said, had been 
Placed in solitary confinement, without an 
order from the physician in charge. 

Was this treatment necessary to properly 
handle patients?” asked Attorney Burk- 
hiser. 

No, it was not,” replied Miss Itter. 
There were always four attendants present 
and they could easily control the vatients. 


Punish a Small Woman. 
One patient, a smal] woman named Mary 
Nevison, was walking about the ward one 
day. It seems that this action on her part 
annoyed other patients. She was seized by 
three attendants and taken into the bath- 
room, where she was thrown into a bathtub 
filled with cold water. 
“On another occasion a young woman 
named Florence Gill used bad language. 
Three atfendants seized her and hurried her 
to the bathroom and threw her into a bath- 
‘tub of cold water. This treatment did not 
help her any.” 
When Miss Horagan took the stand, she 
denied that the water cure had ever been 
used by her or her assistants. She said, how- 
ever, that it was impossible to be always 
gentle in handling a violent patient. In some 
cases, she said, she had en ebliged to use 
force, and in some vases or fhe kind Mise 
Itter had refused to help. 
Miss Salefsky and Mrs. Peck denied that 
they had locked a patient in a room last 
Thursday. Miss Fannie Jones, head ns, 
corroborated Miss Itter on this point: 
“I think there is more truth than poetry 
to Miss Itter’s charges,“ remarked Ballard 
Dunn at this stage of the inquiry. 


Patient Gives Testimony. 

Only one patient, Miss Emelia Wang, was 
examined. She said that she had never seen 
any of the inmates mistreated. 

The present inquiry was started after Pres- 
ident Peter Bartzen visited the hospital last 
Sunday and got Miss Itter’s statement. Later 
Dr. Pecival, who was brought from the Ne- 
braska State hospital by Bartzen. tried to get 
the nurse tb sign an affidavit covering her 
charges. This she declined to do. 

Dr. Pecival is said to have taken exceptieg, 
to Peter Bartzen’s suspension of Harry Pen- 
dleton, an attendant. on charges of cruelty.

“ Those who have thoughtlessly yielded to 
the superficial conclusion resulting from the 
application by the chief justice of the rule 
of reason to the interpretation of the Sher- 
man law,“ he said, can find but littie to 
justify the idea that the Sherman law has 
been made ineffective by those two decisions, 
for precisely the contrary is . by 
these two great judgments. 
The most cursory examination of the me 
cree in the tobacco case—the most casual 
consideration of the drastic and farreaching 
remedy imposed—makes it perfectly appar- 
ent that the Sherman law, perhaps for the 
first 158 has been demonstrated to be an 
actual, eff€ctive weapon to the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose for which it was pri- 
marily enacted, the destruction of the great 
combinations familiarly known as trusts.” 


Reviews Decisions at Length. 
The attorney general reviewed the Stand 
ard Oil and tobacco cases at length and 
traced the history of the Sherman law from 
its enactment. citing the important cases ip 
which it has been involved. 
“All history demonstrates that the great- 
est prosperity to the state has resulted 
from allowing to individual effort in trade 
and commerce the utmost freedom consis- 
tent with society at large, he said. The 
area of uncertainty in the law has been 
greatly narrowed and its scope and effect 
have been pretty clearly defined. The school 
of literal interpretation has been repudiated 
and the application of a rule of reasonable 
construction declared. 
“There always will be a field of uncertainty 
in so far as an investigation of facts is re- 
quired—particularly when intent becomes a 
necessary consideration. This much surely 
may now be said to be beyond controversy: 
Ordinary agreements of purchase and sale, 
of partnership, or of corporate organization 
do not violate the first section of the Sher- 
man act, even though incidentally and toe 
limited degree they may operate to restrain 
competition in interstate or foreign com- 
merce between the parties to such agree- 
ments. 

Violators of First Section. 

But any contract, combination, or asso- 
ciation the direct object and effect of which 
is to control prices, restrict output, divide 
territory, refrain from competition, or ex- 
clude or prevent others from competing in 
any particular field of enterprise, imposes 
an undue restraint upon trade and commerce 


act. 

“This principle applies to all associations 
of competitors of the character usually 
known as pools; to agreements with so-called 
wholesale or retail agents whereby the man- 
ufacturer of an article, even though made 
according to some secret process or formula, 
seeks to control the price at which it may be 
sold by purchasers directly or indirectly from 
the manufacturer. 

Size alcae does not constitute monopoly. 
The attainment of a dominant position in a 
business acquired by the result of honest en- 
terprise and normal methods of business de- 
velopment is not a violation of the law. 


Bars Down for Prosecution. 

It also is now settled that no form of cor- 
porate organization, merger, or consolida- 
tion, no species of transfer of title, whether 
by sale, conveyance, or mortgage, and no 
lapse of time from the date of the origina] 
contract, conspiracy, or combination, can 
bar a federal court of equity from terminat- 
ing an unlawful restraint, or compelling the

The object sought will be the establishment 
of a system of codperation between all the 
Oanks, and thus get away from the present 
stem which makes for as large a degree of 
centralization as is possible without legisia- 
tion.

Offspring of Foreign Born Parents 
Take Lead as Donors. 


With two-thirds of the city’s schools heard 
from, the fund for the new national anthem, 
conceived and pushed forward by Dr. J. B. 
McFatrich, president of the board of educa- 
tion, reached $583.29. 

Contributions were limited to 5 cents for 
each child,“ said Dr. McFatrich yesterda}, 
“and as the average wes around half that 
sum it means that more than 20,000 children 
have added their pennies.

Foreigners Most Interested.

Representative Stanley Thinks 
Trust Schemes to Protect Self. 


SEEKS AID OF GOLDEN RULE. 


In Case of Dissolution, Corporation 
Would Keep Command of Market. 


Washington, D. C. July 6—Representa- 
tive Stanley of Kentucky, chairman of the 
House steel trust investigating committee, 
has followed with interest the proceedings 
of the international steel conference at 
Brussels. He expressed the belief today that 
the encouragement at Brussels of a “golden 
| rule“ principle of doing business was due 
to a desire of the United States Steel cor- 
poration to neutralize any action congresr 


of that concern. Stanley said: . 

“If as a result of the investigation the 
steel trust should be -dissolved the trust 
undoubtedly would be forced to compete in an 
open market with the world’s output and, 
without tariff protection, would be forced to 
cut prices. 

“If, however, an international] agreement. 
limiting the world's output and possibly 
prescribing limits of territory for the sale 
of the output of each country, can be ar- 
ranged, the steel trust need fear no foreign 
competition. Upon that basis the action of 
D. H. Gary in endeavoring to secure a world 
wide understanding is a natural one.”

THE PONTIFF’S MESSAGE. 

The pope’s powerful indorsement has 
now been added to the forces behind the 
peace propaganda. Though phrased in 
the language of impersonal statesman- 
ship there can be no doubt of the earnest 
advocacy of the pontiff in behalf of the 
holy war against war. 

But this autograph letter addressed to 
the apostolic delegate at Washington has 
a special force and significance The 
president of the American republic and 
the government of Great Britain are now 
engaged in the negotiation of @ sweep- 
ing treaty of arbitration, the acceptance 
of which by both these great powers 
will measure one of the greatest ad- 
vances toward international peace yet 
accomplished. It is at this critica] mo- 
ment that the pope has chosen to speak 
with measured and solemn approval: 
Wherefore we most heartily commend the work 
already begun, which should be approved by all 
good men, and especially by us, holding, as we 
do, the supreme pontificete of the church and 
representing him who is both the God and the 
Prince of Peace, and we most gladly lend the 
weight of our authority to those who are striving 
te realize this most beneficent purpose. 

It is to be hoped and expected that this 
wise and benign message will clear from 
the path of the peace treaty whatever 
obstacles might otherwise have been in- 
terposed to its ratification by representa- 
tives of a shortsighted and mistaken 


Anglophobia. 


MR. BRYAN’S PLAN. 

Mr. Bryan's suggestion of a basis of com- 
promise between the house and the senate in 
the controversy over federal control in the 
direct election of senators is worthy of con- 
sideration. His proposal, as reported from 
Washington, is to give the states authority 
to elect as they choose, either indirectly 
through the legislature or direetly by vote 
of the people. 
He is confident, no doubt; that nearly all 
if not all would select the latter method, and 
that the legislatures would be compelled by 
publie sentiment to grant the privilege of a 
direct yote. 
Aside from the fact that this plan is offered 
as a compromise it has a value. There may 
be states in which opinion inclines heavily 
toward the indirect method, states in which 
general assemblies have served admirably 
the purpose of selecting men for the upper 
branch of the national legislature, states 
which have found the provisions of the con- 
stitution as it stands entirely suited to their 
needs. 4 

This is not the case with the majority, and 
for that reason it is safe to assume that 
authority to change the method of election 
onee given would be used quickly. In any 
case Mr. Bryan’s plan is designed to remove 
most of the opposition to the change. 


NO WAR OVER MOROCCO. 

It becomes apparent that Morocco does 
not threaten the peace of Europe. The 
Shereefian empire may be partitioned to 
give Germany a naval base at Agadir and 
the working of the Sus province or by a 
renewal of agreements which no European 
nation long respects it may be carried a few 
years further in its uneasy course, but the 
negotiations now im progress have no hint 


i of war, 


To explain this pacific aspect of a troubled 
question it is pointed out that British states- 
men are too concerned with home problems 
to worry over a program of German expan- 
sion which touches the British control of the 
Mediterranean road to the east and that the 
French government is too uncertain to 
formulate a decisive policy, although facing 
the probability of finding an old enemy on a 
new frontier.

Scotch, and 
Welsh constituencies in the house of com- 
mons (although debarred from.Irish constitu- 
encies), no such privilege is secorded to 
the Scotch peers who have not been elected 
to represent the Scotch peerage in the upper 
chamber. | 

The crown bas been deprived of the right 
of creating any Scotch peers since the union, 
two centuries ago, although several dormant 
Scotch dignities have been called into exist- 
enee, The consequence is that many Scotch 
peereges have, despite the descent of a num - 
ber of them in the female as well as in the 
male line, gone out of existence. There are 
only eighty-six left, all told, whe have the 
right of electing sixteen of their number at 
the beginning of each new parliament to 
represent them in the house of lords. 

Of these eighty-six there ere fifty who also 
are holders of English peerages, or of peer- 
ages of the United Kingdom, in virtue of 
which they have seats in the house of lords. 
Ot the remaining thirty-six there are six- 
teen who are representative peers, leaving 
twenty who are thus excluded from both 
houses of parltament. .

This score of titled unfortunetes are, with 
one exception, all Liberals, and owing to the 
fact that the Tories and Libera]-Unionists 
have an overwhelming majority at the elec- 
tions at Helyroed no Liberal peer ever ts 


chosen to represent the Scotch peerage in 


the house of lords. 
If e master of Blibank, therefore, had 


succeeded only to his father’s Scotch honors 
as eleventh baron of his line, and as Bneg! 
descendant of that Andrew Murray of Black- 
barry who fell at Flodden, he would have 
been virtually excluded from that political 
life in which he is so deeply interested through 
his being barred both from the house of com- 
mons and from the house of lord Thies was 
averted when the crown bestowed upon his 
father a viscounty of the United Kingdom, 
carrying with it a seat in the upper cham- 
ber in addition to his Scoteh honors. 

The master of Elibank is the senior govern- 
ment whip, and also the so-called patronage 
gecretary of the treasury. In the latter ca- 
pacity he has the chief voice in the distribu- 
tion of the patronage of the administration, 
and virtually makes all the nominations of 
tne rewards, titular and otherwise, for party 
services. 

As principal government whip he is en- 
trusted with the duty of seeing there always 
are enough members of parliament within 
reach to assure the government of a majority 
in the house of commons in the event of a 
division, 

In this he is aided by the junior lerdg of 
the treasury, who act as assistant whips, and 
who take upon themselves the duties of tellers 
in divisions, Ag chief whip the master of 
EMbank likewise has to see thet the rank 
and file of the membere are kept in a good 
humor, and are not in any way eoured by the 
administration. 

Among his multifarious duties is that of ar- 
ranging that the wives and daughters of 
members are invited to the political parties of 
the great ladies and hostesses of the Liberal 
administration.

The present Lord Elibank fe the tenth peer 
of his line and a retired captain of the rora! 
navy. The first Lord Elibank was created 
a peer in 1648, in the reign of Charles I., and 
showed his gratitude by subsequently taking 
hig stand among the Six Scotch peers who 
strenuously opposed the surrender of the {!!- 
fated monarch to the English parliamentary 
forces and to his death. 

This first Lord Eubank had a sister whose 
phenomena! ugliness 1s still commemorated 
in many a Scottish legend and poem. She 
nas come down through history to us as 
“ Muekle-mouthed Meg.” It is said her 
father, Sir Gideon Murray, lord of the seesior, 
of Scotland, and first owner and master of 
the now ruined Elibank castle, caught a bor- 
der raider—namely: young Scott of Arden 
in the act of stealing his cattle, and gave 
him the choice of being hanged on the gibbet, 
which formed an indispensab!> feature of the 
principal tower of the castle, or of marrying 
his daughter. 

It is said that the raider. after beholding 


the charms of Muckle-mouthed Meg, hesi- 


tated so long as to whether it was not prefer, 
able to be hanged rather than to become hér 
husband that it was not until the rope was 
placed about his neck that he accepted in Heu 
thereof the matrimonial noose. 

Strange to relate, the marriage turned out a 
happy one indeed, owing to the fact that 
Muckle-mouthed Meg was a remarkably 
clever woman, and it is from this marriage 


that the Scotts of Polwarth., and incidentally 


the novelist, Sir Walter Scott, are descended. 
~~ 

Lord Euübank likewise possesses one of the 
oldest baronetcies of Nova Scotia. It may be 
remembered that Sir William Alexander ob- 
tained a patent from James I. for the pos- 
session of the country now known as Nova 
Scotia. 

To obtain funds for the enterprise he was 
authorized to create baronets of Nova Scotia, 
who were to receive their titles, and likewise 
large grants of land, on the payment of 
$15,000 each and the equipment of six emi- 
grants. The Murrays of Elibank paid their 
money to Sir William Alexander and received 
a grant of 16,000 acres of land in Nova Scotia. 

But they never went to Nova Scotia to es- 
tablish the grant there, but instead obtained 
a large acreage of land on Castle hill, at EFd- 
inburgh, the whole of Nova Scotia being con- 
sidered, by an extraordinary legal fiction, to 
be situated within the limits of the county of 
Edinburgh.
